SALE OF LORRIES 

The Minister for Supplies has re- 
voked Orders made in 1941 and 
1942 which were originally made 
to enable the authorities to keep a 
check on the disposal of lorries, 
with a view, particularly, to prevent- 
ing the sale of lorries for the pur- 
pose of illegal exportation.

The contributions by R. Gwynn 


—which are mostly derived from

Stopford Brooke 
Stopford Brooke's only contribu- 
tion is a long article, “ Modern 
Ideas versus Ancient,” and this, 
too, is of interest, for it was pyb- 
lished a year after he had graduated 
in his 25th year and is certainly 
amongst the earliest specimens of 
his writing. - The articles are, for 
the most part, of a fairly high 
standard of scholarship, and, in 
their general tone, somewhat 
similar to those of the earlier 
volumes of the Dublin University 
Magazine; but in one _  bense 
the College Magazine . hardly 
deserves its title; for, with the sole 
exception of a me page entitled 
“ University Intelligence,” which 
will be found at end of the 
second number, “it gives us’ but 
little information concerning the 
activities of the College which it 
professes to represent. 
In 1869 Trinity College gave 
birth to a publication of a very 
different kind; for in that year Pro- 
fessor Tyrrell issued the first 
number of Kottabos. ‘his does 
not come within the scope of the 
present note, but I hope that before 
very long some good bookman will

Exhibition. A second Art Supple- 
ment was issued in 1886 in 8vo 
form, Although these quarto numbers 
of the Review have now become 
-wglr nem 3 rare, and are seldom to 
be found in good condition, they 
can, OÍ course, bé obtained in thé 
National Library and in other 
libraries, and it will be unnecessáry 
for me to do more than refer. to 
some of the outstanding features 
which are to be found in its pages. 
For students of W. B. Yeats’s 
work—-particularly of his earliest 
work—ti. y offer much of interest. 
Here, for nce, we find his first 
verse play, “ The Island of Statues,” 
in its complete form. It runs through

DUBLIN BAY DROWNING 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH 11MES. 

Sirn,—The circumstances of the 
fatality in the mouth of the Liffey 
on April 29th, in which my 


brother, Dermot, and Mr. Healy 


were lost, appears to call for an 
inquiry into the organisation of the 
Dublin Bay rescue service. .

Making full allowance for excep- 
tional circumstances, one cannot 
help feeling that there appears to 
have been a grave lack of respon- 
sible direction and control in the 
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: papers came to us last night as a 


-complete—indeed, as an almost 
overwhelming — surprise, Yester- 
day we appealed to Mr. de Valera 
to put an end to this sorry business 
as quickly as possible; but we had 
no idea that he would act so 
promptly ! . For the moment, we 
find ourselves in a position of 
some embarrassment, We feel as 


j anybody must feel who, having 


been confined in a dark cell for 
nearly six years, is released 
suddenly into. the sunshine «and 
blinded by the light. For 
that reason we shall confine 
our immediate. comments to 
a few general remarks. Ever 
since the war broke out, the 
Irish newspapers have been sub- 
jected to an official discifline, in 
some respects as Draconian and 
irrational as anything that ever 
was devised in the fertile brain 
of the late Josef Goebbels. This 
} Newspaper was singled out for 
particular attention. “Its views 
already were well known. For 
years before the war we had 
made no secret of our hatred 
and contempt for the foul growths 
of Fascism and National Socialism 
that were stifling all freedom of 
thought and decency of living in 
the countries of their origin. 
Throughout the Spanish Civil War 
we raised our voice, small and 
impotent as it may have been, in 
defence of democracy’s funda- 
mental principles, and in fearful 
protest against the inroads that 
were being made.on the liberties 
of the human race. We were, as 
we still are, pro-British, inasmuch 
as we believed, and continue to 
believe, that the system of demo- 
cracy which exists throughout 
the British Commonwealth repre- 
sents, for all its faults, the highest 
achievement that yet has been 
made by man as a political being. 
We respected, and acquiesced in, 
the Irish Government’s policy 
of neutrality. | Nevertheless, our 
sympathies from the start were 
with the opponents of tyranny 
and injustice; and our fervent 
prayer for long years of mental 
torture was that, in the fulness 
of time, God, in His goodness, 
would give final victory to Allied 
arms. Throughout those horrify- 
ing years, the Irish Times was 
forbidden to express, or even to 
hint at, its convictions. The 
censorship had plenary powers 
which it always was ready to 
employ. 

We have been living and work- 
ing in conditions of unspeakable 
humiliation; and if at times we 
have been forced to bow our- 
selves in the- house of Rimmon, 
our compliance with ‘orders 
which we have regarded as 
almost savagely unjust has been 
due to the fact that this news- 
paper is the property of a limited 
company with a very large 
number of shareholders, many 
of whom depend upon the 
dividends that they receive 
from the firm. 
indeed, it is impossible—to write 
with moderation about the treat- 
ment which this newspaper has 
received from the censorship 
during recent years. Alone 
among the Dublin dailies, we 
have been compelled to submit 
to the autocrats of Dublin Castle 
every line that we proposed to 
print, from the leading article 
down to the humblest prepaid 
advertisement. We always were 
careful to say nothing that might 
prejudice either the Govern- 
ment’s policy of neutrality or the 
maintenance of public order; yet 
it was seldom, indeed, that our 
leading articles were not hacked 
and mutilated ig such a way as 
to make them almost meaning- 
less. Shoals of letters have 
reached this office from time to 
time accusing us of pro-Axis 
leanings; obviously, the writers 
had no conception of the way in 
which our mouths were muzzled. 
Now, thank God, the censorship 
is gone. In fairness to the 
Taoiseach, we do not believe 
that he evér realised the extent 
to which its powers were abused. 
At any rate, we, in common 
with all democratic and freedom- 
loving citizens, are grateful to 
him now for his decision to dis- 
card this ugliest and most 
dangerous of all political 
weapons. Some time must pass 
before Irish journalists will be 
able to accustom themselves 
again to that freedom of expres- 
sion which has been smothered 
for so long. In the meantime, 
let us rejoice that our time of 
tribulation is-at an end. This is 
a proud day not only for the 
newspapers, but also for the 
Irish nation.

I do say that 
for two evenings running I waited 
in until after six expecting—for was 
it not the most natural thing in 
the world?—a certain call. In vain, 
however, I do not apportion blame, 
will at this stage say nothing that 
might exacerbate wounded feelings. 
But Sir John, David and I thought 
it very ....

And it 
was packed with young people— 
men and women. I should say that 
the men were in a slight majority.

The Last Time 

I happened to be in Berlin when 
the last war came to an end. But 
what a difference! I had contrived 
to get out of the camp in which | 
was interned “for the duration,” 
largely because 1 had been able to 
supply a German soldier with some 
tins of condensed milk for a child 
of his who was starving; and, by a 
perverse trick of irony, my first 
desire when 1 heard that the Armis- 
tice had been signed was to get 
back to the camp as quickly as 
possible! 

It was a terrific day—or, rather, a 
terrific night, because I, with some 
friends. arrived back in camp after 
dark, having had some interesting 
experiences en route. We picked 
up some soldier acquaintances in 
Berlin. and returned to find that 
the camp gates had been, more or 
less, thrown open and that the 
prisoners were free to go where 
they liked. On that evening the 
famous, or notorious. Karl Lieb- 
knecht—it all depends on your 
ideological point of view—came out 
from Berlin to address the British 
prisoners, in an effort to persuade 
them to say a good word for their 
jailers when they got home. Per- 
sonally, I must say that they were 
not a bad lot ón the whole. We 
were never badly treated, and 
the personal relations between 
and captor, with few 
exceptions, were reasonably good. 
Not so very long afterwards 
Liebknecht and ‘what nowadays 
would be described as his “girl 
friend,” Rosa Luxemburg, were 
murdered in Berlin. 


Then and Now 

In November, 1918, there was no 
question of an anti-climax. The 
war came to an end like a thunder- 
clap. The prisoners knew that the 
German people were starving.. We 
knew that the revolution—the back- 
wash of the Bolshevist uprising of 
the previous year—had broken out 
in parts of. Germany. Some of the 
earliest visitors to our camp were 
mutinous sailors from Kiel, waving 
red flags. But, for all that, the 
news that the fighting actually had 
come to an end took everybody by 
s rise. : 

n the evening of November 12th 

a large party of us went off again 
to Berlin, which was only about five 
kilometres away, travelling this 
time with a number of German 
soldiers, who were members of the 
local “ Workers’ and Soldiers’ 
Council.” It was a notable ex- 
perience. We were all very young 
at the time, and, like the Trinity 
students last Monday, all out for a 
bit of fun. 


The Merchant Navy 


Many of our comrades in the 
camp were merchant seamen, some 
of whom had been captured in 
German ports at the outbreak of 
war. Others had been taken 
prisoners on the high seas by 
German submarines and surface 
raiders. The crews of one world- 
famous shipping company had la 
red blankets, with the firm’s initials 
stamped in wt black letters in the 
centre. These blankets had been the 
envy of the rest of us during the 
cruelly cold winters of 1916 and 
1917; but we never guessed at the 
use to which at least one of them 
was ultimately put, ~ 
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that person was not 
me—or, if you must

A Mad Week 


Berlin during that mad week. of 
early Armistice was an amazing 
place. The situation was totally 
different from what it is now. 
the German people, who had been 

had revolted 


prisoners of war; 
and dispirited. 

They were interesting fellows, 
those Russians. Some of them, I 
knew intimately, and they were 
grand chaps. But the bulk of the 
rank and file, while as brave as 
lions, seemed to be almost entirely 
devoid of.any kind of moral sense. 

As we left our camp some 5,000 
Russians marched in to take our 
places. I met one great giant of a 
man ND from the cubby-hole 
in which ad spent some three 
years, and he was wearing a big 
overcoat which I had kept through- 
out the war for my eventual journey 
home. Terror at the thought of 
losing my precious coat gave me 
a courage which in normal circum- 
stances Í never should have been 
able to muster, and,. having picked 
up a fair knowledge of Russian, I 
abused the soldier roundly in those 
terms of malediction in which the 
language is so rich. I ex to be 
pole-axed, but to my intense sur- 
prise and relief “ your. man” burst 
out laughing, apologised profusely 
for his social blunder, and gave me 
back my coat without more ado. 


Cold Comfort 

A friend und comrade of mine 
was not so lucky. He had saved 
up a nice new suit for four and a 
half years, continuing to wear gar- 
ments that had been 
virtually to ribbons. On the night 
before our. departure from the 
camp en route for Denmark and 
liberty we had a ceremonial bon- 
fire in which. my friend's old trousers 
were co ed.
